"'AN EXECUTfVE ORDER ESTABLISHING GUIDELINES TO HELP PREVENT 
AND/OR MINIMIZE THE TRANSMISSION OFCOVIEM9 IN BUTUAN CITV * 


WHEREAS, Under Section 15, Article n of the Philippine Constitution, it is the 
State's policy to protect and promote the right to health of the people and instill health 
consciousness among them; 

WHEREAS, on March 7, 2020, the first case of local transmission of Corona Virus 
Disease (CoViD-19) was confirmed by the Department of Health, 

WHEREAS, due to Lhe rapid increase of CoVid-19 positive cases in the country, 
the Department of Health fDOH) has placed the whole country under Code Red Sublevel 
1 ; 

WHEREAS, as of March 12, 2020,, the Philippines, through the DOM, has 
confirmed a total of forty-nine (49) positive CoViD-19 cases in the country; 

WHEREAS, as of March 12, 2020, the Inter-Agency Task Force for the 
Management of Emerging Infectious Disease (fATF) has raised the Code Alert System for 
the CoViD-19 public health event to Code Red Sublevel Two (2). 

WHEREAS, the POH, recognizing the need for containment measures and the 
necessity of maintaining social/personal distancing to prevent the transmission of 
CoVJd'19» issued DEPARTMENT OF HEALTH ADVISORY ON CONCEK'15 AND 
OTHER FUBLIC EVEN'13 AND GATHERINGS, stating that f4 xxx the Department of 
Health strongly urges the public to avoid attending, participating in, and organizing 
events that draw huge number of attendees. The DOf I likewise recommends cancellation 
of planned big events and mass gatherings until further notice xxx"; 


WHEREAS, P res id en t Rodrigo R, Duterte, recognizing that the CoVit>I9 public 
health event constitutes a threat to national security, and to prompt a whole-of- 
goverttment approach in addressing the CoVit>19 outbreak, issued Proclamation No, 
922 s, 2020 Declaring a State of PubUc Health Emergency Throughout the Philippines,"; 

WHEREAS, die declaration of a State of Public Health Emergency would 
capacitate 1 government agencies and LGUs to immediately act to prevent toss of life, 
utilize appropriate resources to implement urgent and critical measures to con lain or 
prevent the spread of CoVid-19, mitigate its effects and impact to the community, and 
prevent serious disruption of the functioning of the government and the community; 
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l apneral welfare of the city and its 
jnd perform duties and functions to promote the gene 

inhabitants. 

WHEREAS. ,s port of the 
the City Government, there is a need to impose 
prevent Lhe transmission of the CoVfD-19; 

NOW THEREFORE I ENGR RONNIE VICENTE C LAG NAD A City Mayor of 
Butuan ^ W ;.rs vested m p* by law. do hereby order the lowing: 

Section 1. Suspension of Classes and Other MoMM Activities. 

All Classes and school-related activities in all levels of private and public 
schools in the City of Butuan. such as. but not limitedI to. 
recognition, awarding, commencement exercises, JS Prt>m, ret , 
and field trips are herein suspended effective March 13, 2020 until further notice. 


Section 2. Suspension of Public Mass Gathering*. 

The ijGU and all government agendas in the city are encouraged to 
minimize unnecessary mass gatherings in the city^ 

a) Mass gathering*, defined as a planned or spontaneous event where the 
number of people attending could strain the planning and response 
resources of the community hosting the event, shall be prohibited 
during the effect!vity of this EO, 

b) Mass gatherings wherein attendees are composed of people coming 
mostly from areas outside of Butuan City must be cancelled- 

c) Friva te gro u ps, business establishments, and othe r offices are strongly 
advised to postpone non-essential mass gatherings. 

d) Meeting*, conventions, exhibits, conferences, parties, and all other 
similar soda] activities must be cancelled until after the public health 
emergency has been lifted. 


e) All schools from kindergarten to post-graduate studies must 
immediately shift to online sessions and take-home assignments. All 
recognition and graduation ceremonies should be postponed until 
alter the public health emergency has been lifted. Provided that all 
students shall continue to fulfill their educational requirements. 
Strategies for the completion of the academic requirements in view of 
the suspension of classes shall be left to the discretion of DepEd. 


I) All restaurants, hotels, bars, pubs and other event centers must 
postpone scheduled activities until after the public heal tit emergency 
has been lifted. 
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g) Everyone is strongly discouraged to attend mass, P ra > tr !? j r 
retreats, and other faith-based and religious gatherings that dravs a 
large number of people. 


h) Everyone is advised to stay at home and refrain from going to public 
places. 


Sections. Heme Q-u-nUne. 

All residents and visitors of the city arc advised to stay at home or in their 
bedrooms if they have fever, cough, cold, or difficulty of breathing. AH employees 
of government and private offices or establishments should refrain from going to 
work if they possess the above-staled symptoms, must undergo self-quarantine at 
home, and call the hospital hotline numbers to get checked. Employees must bring 
a medical clearance when reporting back to work- 

Seclion 4. Travel Restrictions, 

Entry travel restrictions shall be imposed upon those traveling from 
countries or places with localized CoVid-19 transmissions, except for Filipino 
citizens and their foreign spouse and children, if any, holders of Permanent 
Resident Visa, and holders of 9 (e) Diplomat Visas issued by the Philippine 
Government, subject to quarantine procedures. Outbound travel restrictions shall 
Likewise be imposed upon residents and visitors in Butuan City, Provided that 
there is no restriction in the transport of goods. 

Section 5. Mandatory Thermal Scanning. 

Ail residents and visitors of the city shall submit themselves for mandatory 
thermal scanning via thermal cameras or infrared gun in places and 
establishments that require die same, such as, but not limited to, seaports, airport 
hus/van/jeepney terminals, and checkpoints, 
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semon a, lYianoaiory Lusinrecuon. 

All public and private offices and establishments throughout the city, 
including, but not limited to, those within barangay and city halls, within 
provincial capitol, within National Government Agencies, malls, hotels, motels, 
lodging houses, fast food chains, restaurants, bars, theaters, fitness gyms, resorts, 
fish ports, and bus terminals should perform regular disinfection of frequently 
touched apparatus, equipment, furniture and fixtures, such as, but not limited to, 
biometrics/finger scanner, toilet bowls, faucets, doors, door knobs, tables, chairs, 
computers, laptops, hand rails, elevators, escalators, pushcarts, grocery' baskets, 
utensils, remote controls, microphones, and the like. All schools, at any level 
whether public or private, should also conduct regular disinfection. Likewise, all 
operators and drivers of public utility' vehicles such as buses, jeepneys, multicabs, 
tricycles, and pedicabs should conduct regular disinfection.

b) Everybody fa advised lo wash their hands often «' h ”P a " d ^ r 
tor at least 20 seconds, especially after going to the bathroom, before 
eating, and after blowing their nose, coughing, or sneezing. 

cl Public places where people frequently gather such as business 
’ establishments, malls, marked parks, hotels, restaurants, bart. pu£ 
banks, churches and other places of worship, educational 
ports, terminals, airports, and other s.mdarly described 
establishments are directed to provide hand washing, sanitizing or 
disinfection stations and protocols in place. Managers, owners and 
administrators of the said facilities shall furnish the Office of 
Mayor with a copy of their established protocols within seven (7) day s 
from the release of this EO. 


d) Church ami rivk organizations should come up wi th go id elutes in the 
conduct of their activities fur the observance of their programs or 
religious activities such as the coming Holy Week, Ramadan, and/or 
any other religious and non-religious activities. The postponement of 
qther mass gatherings, rituals programs, ceremonies, and activities 
that can be dispensed with is highly encouraged. Leaders and 
administrators of these facilities shall furnish the Office of the City 
Mayor with a copy of their established protocols within seven (7) days 
from the release of this HO. 


q) All restaurants, eateries, food-serving and food-preparing 

establishments and businesses in thedty are hereby ordered to fortify 
their sanitation and hygiene practices, including training their 
employees and food handlers in avoiding the possible spread of the 
CoVid49 and other diseases. Managers, owners, ami administrators 
of these facilities shall furnish the Office of the City Mayor with a copy 
of their established protocols within seven (7) days from the release of 
this EO 


f) Malls, pharmacies, stores, and other sellers of medical supplies are 
strongly advised to limit the sale of alcohol, disinfectants, masks, and 
other medical supplies per individual to avoid hoarding. 


Section 7. Monitoring of People and Employees. 


a)

c) The Citv, along with the local national agencies (PNP r AFP, DOH, 
BOQ r CAAP, and other offices) shall establish a protocol to screen 
travelers, tourists, and visitors coming into the city by airport to 
check for travel history in the past 14 days, possible signs and 
symptoms of the CoVid-19, and for easier contact tracing if the need 
arises. 


d) Malls are directed to strongly discourage the entry of students, 
children, and senior citizens into their establishments to minimize or 
avoid health risk exposure. 

Section & Sharing of I reformation. 


The public is hereby encouraged to stop sharing wrong, false, and 
unverified information about the CpVid-19 vims online or in social media I'he 
local government unit of Butuan City will not hesitate to file appropriate charges 
against those individuals found to be maliciously making, sharing, and 
manufacturing false con Lent online. 


Section 9. Preventive Practices and Etiquette.

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h) Avoid dose contact with other people such os hand shaking,

i) Everyone is strongly encouraged to wear face masks {or improv ised 
face masks like handkerchiefs) in public places, including, but not 
limited to, public markets. 

Section 10. Mandatory Rendering of Services in Government Hospitals. 

AU employees, including doctors, of the Butuan Medical Center are 
mandated to render services as required by existing laws. Application for vacation 
leave shall not be allowed and shall be disapproved. 

Section 11, Call First Mechanism* 

All residents and visitors of the city, should they possess fludike symptoms, 
or have traveled abroad for the past days or weeks, or have been exposed to a 
confirmed CoVid-19 case should call first the nearest public or private hospital 
before going there. A health worker will do an initial screening of the condition 
over the phone and will advise what to do next. Likewise, they should abide by 
the orders of the hospital authorities such as putting themselves under hospital or 
home quarantine if they are being considered as Persons Under Investigation (PUI) 
or Persons Under Monitoring (PUM),

Section 1Z Places of Worship. 

All churches of different denominations and faith are enjoined to practice 
personal protective measures including, but not limited to, hand hygiene, proper 
coughing/sneezing etiquette, wearing of face masks (or improvised face masks 
like handkerchiefs), and making available at all times alcohol or hand sanitizers 
on entrances or front desks as preventive measures against the possible increase 
of GoVID-19 cases in the city. Churches, mosques, and the like must provide 
regulations to prevent the transmission of the disease during worship. 

Section 13, Price 


; and Control. 
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Pursuant to section ft of Republic Act 7581 otherwise known its the "Price 
Act," price for basic and prime commoditiiL's (such os, bui not limited to, soap- 
surgical masks, hand sanitizers, rubbing alcohol, and other drugs as classified by 
tlie DOll} in tliedty shall automatically be frozen at their prevailing prices under 
automatic price control. 

The Bantay Presyo Task Force (BPTF) shall conduct weekly and/or random 
price monitoring of basic and prime commodities, including prices of surgical 
masks, hand sanitizers, and rubbing alcohol throughout the dty and submit a 
report to the Office of the City Mayor through the l ocal Price Coordinating 
Council (IJ’CQ. The local government unit of Butunrt City will not hesitate to file 
appropriate cliarges against any person or entity' involved in hoarding and/or 
overpricing. 

Section 14, NCOV-Task Force. 

The existing Butuan City NCOV-Task Fore* shall act as the concurrent 
CoViD-19 Task Force. Its efforts in addressing the CoViD-19 outbreak in the dty 
shall be intensified. 


Section 15. Law Enforcement. 

The assistance of the Philippine National Police and other law enforcement 
agencies shall be called upon in addressing the possible CoVid-19 outbreak in the 
dty. 

Section 16. Role of t he Barangays, 

L On Containment and Control 

a) Receive from the Office of the City- Mayor a copy of the Bureau of 
Immigration record of harangay residents who recently arrived in 
the Philippines from a country' with a confirmed CoVilM9 case. In 
Lhe absence of such records, to monitor the arrival of barangety 
residents who recently arrived in the barangay from a country or 
place with a confirmed 2019 CoViD-19 case, and provide the City 
Mayor with a report of such arrivals, and the measures and actions 
taken. 

b) Mobilize the Barangay Health Emergency Response Teams 
(BHERTs) in the campaign to contain the CoViD-19. 

c) Identify and recommend to the City Mayor an enclosed structure, 
such as an empty house or building, which can be designated as a 
Barangay Isolation Unit (B1LT). 

d) Assign BHERTs, working in shifts, to the BIUs to examine and care 
foT any person whu voluntarily submits himself/herself for check- 
up, screening, and voluntary quarantine. The health team must 

_ undergo related training from the DOR 
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g) In coordination with proper authorities, strictly implement and 
monitor the 14-day quarantine of persons arriving from a 2019 
nCoV-affected country or place; 

f) Extend appropriate assistance and support to those in voluntary 
quarantine, depending on the Latter's capability and actual needs. 

g) In coordination with the City Health Office and police authorities, 
assist in the safe transfer of a FU1 to a DOH-designated referral 
center or quarantine facility. 

h) Supervise the BHERTs in the performance of their duties and 
responsibilities. 

1L On Prevention and Mitigation 

A ) In coordination with City I lealth authorities, conduct a barangay- 
wide information, education, and communication (IEQ campaign 
on CoViD-19 prevention, containment, ami control including the 
distribution of leaflets containing relevant information about the 
virus and other relevant information including, but not limited to, 
voluntary quarantine In doing so, always refeT to the advisories, 
updates/and information regularly given by and posted on the 
website and official social media accounts of the DOH and WHO 
Philippines. 

h) Establish a Barangav Health Information Center (BH1C) which 
will receive and record calk from the public who wish to report or 
offer information about any person who recently arrived from a 
country or place with a confirmed GoViD-19 case and/or 
manifesting the symptoms of the said acute respiratory disease. 
The RHJC should immediately inform the City Health Officer of 
such information, who must immediately act on the matter Hie 
BMC shall also provide its callers with facts and accurate 
information regarding the CoViD-19, 

c) In coordination with City Health authorities, conduct a bamngay- 
wnde cleanliness and sanitation campaign. 

d) The BHERTs shall perform the following functions: 

l With or without the list of arrivals from the Mayor 
supposed to be received from die Bureau of Immigration 
(BI), to conduct visits in the home of every' person arriving 
from a country' or place with a CoViD-19 confirmed case in 
order to gather necessary information and encourage the 
person to come to the BID, or voluntarily undergo home 
confinement for not less than 14 days;

However, to ensure irifechon, prevention and 
control, always wear the appropriate PPEs before coming 
near or getting in contact with a PUL The gloves anti all 
other materials in contact with a PUT must be properly 
disposed of immediately after use; 


vi. If symptoms are observed, immediately isolate and confine 
the arriving resident, now a PUL to the BIU, prior to his 
/her immediate safe transfer to a DOM-designated referral 
center or quarantine facility for further examination and 
treatment. The PUI should be required to wear the N88 
surgical mask (not the N 95 respirator mask) and advised to 
always observe personal hygiene, use tissue (toilet) paper 
when coughing or sneezing and properly dispose the tissue 
(luiJel) paper in a covered trash can, wash his/her hands 
with soap and dean water immediately after, drink plenty 
of water and fluids, eat nutritious food, get plenty of rest,
